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T ravellers and politicians sav enough is enough as 
county’s roads and railways grind to a halt - again 


FURIOUS motorists, commuters 
and politicians are demanding 
action after severe weather once 
again brought chaos across Kent’s 
road and rail networks this week. 

Traffic was brought to a standstill and trains 
cancelled during the icy onslaught, while thou¬ 
sands of Eurostar customers were left strand¬ 
ed for days when a series of breakdowns 
brought the cross-Channel service to its knees. 

But while many have grown to accept the 
county will inevitably grind to a halt when it 
snows, others are sending out the angry mes¬ 
sage that enough is enough. 

Ian Taylor - Kent spokesman for the 
Association of British Drivers - said it was 
about time highways chiefs ensured they were 
better prepared for a cold snap. 

He said: “On the one hand we don’t have the 
same weather Scandinavian countries, so it 
would not be cost-effective to do all the things 
they do to tackle the snow and ice. 

“Having said that, it always strikes me that 
there’s always a grand show put on about how

ready the Highways Agency and Kent County 
Council are to deal with the weather, and yet 
still things go chaotic. 

“Perhaps the powers that be ought to start 
getting a little better prepared for it. There’s 
definitely room for improvement.” 

Despite the sorry state of many of the coun¬ 
ty’s roads, KCC cabinet member for highways 
Cllr Nick Chard insisted all 53 primary routes 
were salted six times and 48 secondary routes 
four times between last Thursday night and 
Sunday. He added that 6,500 tonnes of salt 
was used over the weekend. 

The traffic chaos caused by the snow was com¬ 
pounded late last week when Kent Police closed 
the M20 between Maidstone and Ashford so 
Operation Stack could be implemented. 

The process, which turns the motorway into 
a giant lorry park, was necessary because the 
Channel Tunnel was closed and ferries were 
unable to disembark at Calais. 

But perhaps the most distressing problem

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Merger of forces dismissed 
despite minis ter’s support

WHITEHALL officials are putting 
pressure on Kent Police to merge 
with the Essex force in a desper¬ 
ate bid to save money. 

Despite the Home Office insisting this would 
be on a voluntary basis, a White Paper actively 
encouraged forces to join up with each other. 

Kent was one of four forces highlighted, 
with Essex as its potential merger partner. 

Joint partnership working between the 
two forces has been ongoing for years, but 
ministers are now calling for them to consid¬ 
er joining up permanently. 

Policing minister David Hanson MP said he 
is happy to support the voluntary mergers. 

“Chief constables and police authorities 
have to tackle serious organised crime and 
counter terrorism as well as the crucial 
neighbourhood policing that is so valuable to 
people locally,” he said. 

‘Where they think those services could be 
provided better by merging with a neighbour¬ 
ing force the Policing White Paper sets out a 
comprehensive programme to support it.” 

A Home Office spokesman stressed the 
Government would never impose a full police 
merger if either force was unhappy, but cited 
that it would help save the country money. 

“This is just one way of making savings, but 
if a force was against the move it wouldn’t be 
made to do it - it’s not compulsory,” he said. 

But the Policing and Crime Act, which 
was given Royal Assent last month, gave the 
Home Secretary the power to direct police 
authorities about collaboration agreements. 

Some policing insiders fear this could give 
Government the power to enforce mergers in 
an underhand way. 

A spokesperson from Kent Police said this 


county’s constabulary, Essex Police, and their 
Police Authorities currently have no plans to 
merge, but would continue to link up certain 
resources. 

“The two forces and authorities have a 
history of working together and created a 
more formal collaboration around two-and-a- 
half years ago,” she said. 

“While some resources are shared, for exam¬ 
ple the use of the police helicopter and mount¬ 
ed police, the intention has always been to 
maintain the distinct identity of each force.” 

Innovative 

Since the collaboration project in 2007, 
more than £2.5 million has been saved for 
Kent Police. 

But Ann Barnes, chairwoman of the Police 
Authority, said this does not mean a future 
merger is on the cards. 

“A few years ago the Home Office suggested 
forces merging and both communities made it 


very clear they wanted their own police force 
and their own chief constable,” she said. 

“We have listened to this and I’m confident 
it will stay this way. 

“The White Paper is clear the future agenda 
is not about compulsory mergers of police 
forces, but about really innovative and imagi¬ 
native collaboration that secures significant 
savings and improves the service to the public. 

“And that’s the approach we are taking here 
in Kent and Essex.” 

The recent White Paper called on police forces 
across the country to create joint specialist 
units and investigation teams to save money. 

Kent Police’s Deputy Chief Constable 
Adrian Leppard said they are already work¬ 
ing with Essex on proposals to form a 
Specialist Crime Directorate. 

Police forces across the UK have been asked 
to cut their spending, despite the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer promising to protect front¬ 
line policing in his pre-budget report. 


Howard has father’s 
remains exhumed 

THE remains of the father of former Conservative 
party leader Michael Howard have been exhumed 
from a Jewish cemetery and moved to Hertfordshire. 

Mr Howard’s father Bernard was buried in 
Townhill Jewish Cemetery in Swansea in 1966, but 
the MP for Folkestone and Hythe wanted his father 
buried in Bushey Cemetery with his recently 
deceased mother. 

Mr Howard also helped to pay some of the expens¬ 
es of a team working to restore the Swansea ceme¬ 
tery which had been vandalised and was overgrown. 


Soldier’s body flown 
home from Helmand 

THE bodies of two soldiers killed in Afghanistan were 
flown back to the UK on Tuesday. 

Rifleman James Brown, 18, from Orpington, 
and L/Cpl David Kirkness, 24, of West Yorkshire, died 
trying to stop suicide bombers in Helmand last week. 

The soldiers’ bodies were flown into RAF Lyneham 
in Wiltshire. After a private ceremony for their fami¬ 
lies, the funeral cortege passed along the high street of 
nearby Wootton Bassett.

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X Factor’s Cowell rides 
to horse refuge rescue 


X FACTOR’S Mr Nasty has 
come to the rescue of sick and 
abused horses at a refuge 
under threat of being shut 
down, writes Marijke Cox. 

Music mogul Simon Cowell, fresh from 
losing the race for the Christmas number 
one single, heard about the possible clo¬ 
sure of The Horse Refuge, near Tenterden, 
and completely out of the blue, 
contacted owners Sara and Alan 
Ross to offer his help. 

The 50-year-old record produc¬ 
er has even asked his celebrity 
friends not to buy him any 
Christmas gifts and to instead 
donate to the sanctuary 

He aims to raise £600,000 
through his campaign to help 
horse experts Mr and Mrs Ross 
continue to run their refuge from 
Dobells Farm in Wittersham. 

The couple recently received 
devastating news that the farm 
was being sold and unless they could 
raise the funds to buy it, they would be 
evicted. 

Mrs Ross told Kent on Sunday that if 
that happens, many of the 40 horses they 
look after - which are too old or sick to 
travel - would die. But animal-lover 
Cowell has stepped in to help the couple. 

Mrs Ross said: “I received a call two 
weeks ago from his secretary saying he 
wanted me to come in and see him. 

“It was completely unexpected. He told 
me that he wants to raise awareness and 
help save the sanctuary. He said he was 
proud of our wonderful work and wants 


to make sure it continues. He has thrown 
us a lifeline - we have a chance now.” 

Mrs Ross described Cowell as a won¬ 
derful man, which is at odds with his Mr 
Nasty persona on ITV show The X Factor. 

She said: “He was absolutely lovely, 
really kind and warm. He has a real pas¬ 
sion for animals.” 

Music executive Cowell - who studied 
at Dover College - is pushing for people 
to recognise the plight of The Horse 
Refuge and give generously. It is 
reported that he has made a big 
donation, although the amount 
has not been revealed. 

Mr and Mrs Ross have until 
January to raise the £600,000 
needed to cement the future of 
the sanctuary, which is home to 
Duke, said to be Europe’s tallest 
horse, standing at 6ft 6in. 

“We look after lots of horses 
with special needs and horses 
that are unwanted,” Mrs Ross 
told Kent on Sunday. 

“It’s a lot worse now with the 
credit crunch and people can’t afford to 
keep them. The campaign is still new, but 
hopefully we won’t have to leave.” 

Mrs Ross launched the refuge in 1995 
with the sole purpose of ending the suf¬ 
fering of sick and unwanted horses. 

Some are re-homed, but others who are 
too old, sick or abused to leave live per¬ 
manently at the sanctuary. 

The refuge has a number of patrons 
including British actress Jenny Seagrove 
and Minder star Gary Webster. 

Mrs Ross is also hoping to make Cowell 
a patron. For information on how to 
donate, go to www.thehorserefuge.org.

caused by the snow was the breakdown of five 
Eurostar trains in the Channel Tunnel on 
Friday, December 18, leaving thousands of 
passengers stranded for days on both sides. 

The company blamed the problems on con¬ 
densation affecting the trains’ electrical sys¬ 
tems, caused by an “unprecedented” cold snap 
in France. 

However, Kent Liberal Democrat MEP 
Sharon Bowles said it was about time 
Eurostar “got its act together”. 

She added: “I know from personal experi¬ 
ence that breakdowns and other problems 
can cause very long delays on Eurostar. 

“At one of the busiest times of year I find it 
very worrying there were not adequate emer¬ 
gency provisions. 

Ruined 

“Compensation is being given to passen¬ 
gers, but a small amount of money and a free 
ticket does not compensate for a ruined holi¬ 
day. Eurostar must run a reliable service and 
have better contingency plans in place if 
things go wrong.” 

Shadow transport minister Julian Brazier 
wrote to his Labour counterpart Paul Clark, 
the MP for Gillingham and Rainham, to 
express his concerns about the incident. 

He wrote: “In practice, as the trains had 
only broken down the only effect of this was 
inconvenience and discomfort. 

“But had there been a fire or explosion, the 
consequences of such a breakdown could 
have been serious indeed.” 

Eurostar announced earlier this week that 
an independent review into the problems had 
already begun. 


Mr Brazier, who is the Tory MP for 
Canterbury and Whitstable, told KOS Media 
it was unacceptable for the county to grind to 
a halt eveiy time it snows. 

He said: “There’s no one golden bullet, but 
the problems around the Channel Tunnel, 
the trains, the roads and Operation Stack all 
need to be tackled, and by a fabric of small 
improvements we can hopefully sort this out. 

“One of the things we as a party want to do 
is make Network Rail provide a better serv¬ 
ice, and we have a string of proposals on that 
because problems are usually down to the 
network rather than the trains. 

“We would shake up the corporate gover¬ 
nance, set up competitions for engineering 
contracts and get a better service out of train 
operators by giving them longer contracts.” 

Former transport minister Steve Ladyman 
- the Labour MP for South Thanet - said 
such travel chaos was “not acceptable, but 
understandable”. 

He added: “If councils were to invest in the 
sort of snow gear they use in Norway and 
Sweden then it would be standing there idle 
for 51 weeks of the year and wouldn’t be good 
value for money. 

“Because we’ve had some bad winters for 
several years now it might be the time to ask 
ourselves if we have the balance right and 
maybe upgrade some of our equipment, but I 
don’t think we should go over the top. 

‘We should look at all ideas of improving 
the situation if they are affordable. 
Opposition MPs always act as if they have a 
magic answer to every problem, but that’s not 
the case.”

Call to share Stack burden

POLICE leaders are urging other 
agencies to help pay towards the 
£2 million needed to run Operation 
Stack, instead of forcing Kent’s tax¬ 
payers to foot the bill. 

Operation Stack is implemented on junc¬ 
tions 8-9 and 11-12 of the M20 should ferries 
or the Channel Tunnel stop running - turning 
the motorway into a lorry park until services 
to Europe resumes.

The responsibility for Stack originally fell 
with Kent Police when it first ran on the A2 at 
Lydden in the 1980s, as the Highways Agency 
did not exist, but now Kent Police Authority 
says it is time to share the burden. 

Ann Barnes, chair of the authority, has called 
for a long-term solution after the bill for polic¬ 
ing the foreign lorries during 2008-09 cost Kent 
taxpayers about £2 million and took up hun¬ 
dreds of hours of valuable police time. 

Mrs Barnes said: “No-one has taken any 
responsibility for Operation Stack. This is not 
a local problem, but a national one. Our offi¬ 
cers should be in our communities and our 
neighbourhoods keeping people safe and doing 
what we pay them to do. 


“It’s shocking that police time is spent 
babysitting foreign lorry drivers. It’s unfair 
that our police council taxpayers in Kent have 
to pay for this. But from a safety perspective 
we have no choice.” 

‘Without Kent Police, Operation Stack 
would grind the county to a halt. The eco¬ 
nomic impact would be enormous. We are 
reliant on the dedication and professional¬ 
ism of our police but can’t go on like this. 

“There needs to be a long-term solution.” 

Chief executive of KPA, Mark Gilmartin, 
said: “We are not trying to shift the respon¬ 
sibility completely but we need to look at 
other agencies getting involved. 

“Kent Police needs to be involved as there 
is the safety issue, but it’s not right to 
always use our frontline resources, our offi¬ 
cers should be in the community.” 

In response to the police authority’s call for 
extra help to operate Stack, the Highways 
Agency sais it has contributed and does not 
have the funds to give anymore. 

Investment 

A spokesman said: “The Highways 
Agency has made significant capital 
investment - around £10m in the last four 
years - into Operation Stack including 
provision of the Quickchange Moveable 
Barrier, advance signing on approaches to 
junctions on the M20, CCTV, traffic officers 
and other associated costs. 

We do not have the funds for the run¬ 
ning of Operation Stack, but are working 
closely with Kent Police to develop how we 
handle traffic and develop ways of working 
that reduce the overall resources needed.” 

The effect of Stack, when implemented, 
also hits companies financially. The 
Federation of Small Businesses estimated 
blockades at Calais port and the subse¬ 
quent stoppage of crossings costs the UK 
haulage industry £lm a day. 

And with delays on deliveries and traffic 
problems caused by Stack, a further half a 
million daily is lost. 

Motorists were faced with the results of 
Stack during the weekend, as a result of the 
heavy snowfall since last Thursday which 
halted ferries from disembarking at Calais 
and forced the Channel Tunnel to close. 

It was introduced at about 5 am on 
Saturday and lifted in the early hours of 
Monday morning. Drivers were left queu¬ 
ing between Junctions 8-9 for hours. 

The latest implementation of Stack follows 


three other occasions it has been brought in this 
year and 21 times last year - which includes the 
eight implementations for the SeaFrance strike 
between Februaiy 28 and March 15. 


Kent Council County’s favoured option to 
deal with Stack is to open giant lorry parks 
to keep truckers of the M20 when the ports 
are closed.

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THE INTERVIEW

Preparing 
our next 
generation 



BILL Fearon is an imposing fig¬ 
ure. He peers down from his 
height of six-foot-something in a 
calm, measured way. 

Yet on his broad shoulders rests the edu¬ 
cation of thousands of our youngsters and 
adult learners. 

Because Mr Fearon is the principal of West 
Kent College at a point, in its long history, of 
massive change and significance. 

Anyone who has driven past the campus in 
Tonbridge’s Brook Street will be only too 
aware of the huge redevelopment project 
currently under way. 

Practically the entire site is being pulled 
down and rebuilt in an ambitious project 
dubbed Campus 21. It’s not cheap either. 
Some £86 million of public money is being 
ploughed into it. But then this is our commu¬ 
nity’s future we’re talking about. 

And while Mr Fearon works in his office 
overlooking the tarpaulin-wrapped latest 
stage of the development, he also has the 
small issue of assisting in the creation of a 
new ‘super’ college in the county. 

Long discussed, and now waiting on the 
Government, the plan is to take the success¬ 
ful West Kent College and apply its 
approach to the troubled South Kent 
College. The result will - hopefully - be a 
merged giant. A new college with a new name, 
sprawling across the county with bases in 


Tonbridge, Tunbridge Wells, Ashford, 
Folkestone and Dover. 

Between the rebuild and the merger plans, 
there’s also the threat of funding cuts from 
central government. It’s a big job. 

“There are pressures,” the 54-year-old 
admits, “but they are very welcome. I would 
much rather have these sort of pressures. 

“Over 70 colleges have had their projects 
turned down or cancelled. We were one of the 
last to get money so we are grateful eveiy day.” 

While the recession has bitten huge 
chunks out of most industries, education has 
seen a surge in demand. 

Difficulty 

With the employment market in a state of 
uncertainty, youngsters are preferring to 
stay within the comfort zone of continued 
learning, while all ages are seeking 
more qualifications to give them the edge 
in a competitive and evolving marketplace. 

Mr Fearon explains: “We are about 20 per 
cent over-enrolled for our 18-24 target for 
this year. We can take them on although we 
don’t get any extra money for them. 

“The difficulty will come with the cuts in 
funding in the colleges sector - as there will 
be in all the public sectors - with a new gov¬ 
ernment next year. There will be a limit to 
the numbers we can take. We may get to the 
point we are turning away young adults. 

“History shows economic downturns 
increase enrolments at colleges - and that’s 


probably true to sixth forms at schools to an 
extent. The flip side is that some of our stu¬ 
dents can’t or won’t afford the fee had they 
been employed and drawing a salary.” 

The college remains more and more 
focused on providing vocational courses. 

Yet Mr Fearon himself admits he rather 
fell into the profession. 

“I wasn’t sure what I wanted to do, so I did 
teacher training at Loughborough Uni¬ 
versity and drifted into the profession. Then 
I found myself thrust into a vibrant, dynam¬ 
ic comprehensive in Essex. But I enjoyed it. 
And I realised I’d landed on my feet.” 

Having previously gained a degree in 
business studies, he taught PE, maths 
and economics. 

After attempts of running his own busi¬ 
ness - he committed himself to teaching in 
1982 when he got married and decided to 
pursue the security offered as a full-time lec¬ 
turer rather than going it alone in business 
- he quickly climbed the career ladder. 

From a stint at Barking College he served 
as a manager at Harlow College and then 
deputy principal at London’s Southwark 
College. He moved to West Kent College 
seven and a half years ago. 

So just how has the youth of the day 
changed over the decades? 

“We have 14 and 16-year-old youngsters on 
day release programmes and in many ways 
they are more mature, streetwise and better 
informed than previous generations. 


Certainly when it comes to IT. 

“But they are less experienced in other 
things. So it evens itself out. 

“They come here and they do well. They 
like the college environment. They like the 
fact they’re coming to do something practi¬ 
cal and we get the positive side. The changes 
we’ve seen in the 16-18-year-olds is 
increased demand for more vocational qual¬ 
ifications; so we have developed those. 

‘You would have thought WKC, given its 
location and all the commuting into London, 
would have had financial services as one of 
its specialities. But in fact we don’t. 

Demand 

“We have a lot of accounts courses, but 
there’s a huge demand for health and social 
care. Construction crafts are very popular. 

“Then there’s the arts, performing arts, 
media, and there’s always demand for beau¬ 
ty therapy, hairdressing and catering. So it’s 
really widespread. 

“The young people who come here seem to 
demand, quite rightly so, qualifications that 
will best fit their career. 

“Many aren’t set on a career at 16-18 - 
some are, but many aren’t - but they use us 
as a taster for a particular career. 

“A high proportion of people come here 
then go to university. Some will go into 
apprenticeships, the rest will get work. A 
negligible number will be unemployed for 
any length of time.”

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KCC defends £1.7m 
staff ‘exit pay-offs’ 

A MASSIVE £1.7 million has been paid to former Kent County Council 
employees over the past five years to help avoid unfair dismissal claims. 

Of the 54 members of staff involved in the 


so-called ‘exit packages', seven were directors 
who between them received a total of nearly 
£lm in pay-offs. 

Individual amounts given to each employee 
- which averaged £31,500 - were not made 
known because of confidentially rules. 

The figures w ere revealed when Lib Dem 
Cllr Tim Prater questioned Cllr Roger 
Gough, cabinet member for corporate sup¬ 
port services and performance management. 

Cllr Gough said the figures represented all 
compromise agreements, or pay-offs, reached 
by KCC in the past five years, w r hich in some 
cases can prevent unfair dismissal claims. 

Problematic 

He said; “As noted in the compromise 
agreement protocols, it represents an alter¬ 
native route for both an employer and 
employee to go through a formal staff proce¬ 
dure that is, or may be expected to be, partic¬ 
ularly problematic.” 

But he insisted that entering into an agree¬ 
ment did not imply the council had failed in 
its responsibilities or processes. 

He also said that some of these payments 
would have been paid out anyway under 
employees’ contracts and they were not nec¬ 
essarily to avoid unfair dismissal claims 

The Tory councillor said: “The total of com¬ 
promise agreements does not represent 
actions taken to avoid the possibility of an 
unfair dismissal claim” 

But Cllr Prater said it raised questions

about how staff and directors were being 
managed within the council. 

“Of the 15 to 20 highly-paid directors, the 
council got rid of seven which is quite worry¬ 
ing," he said. “You’ve got to question why they 
received such pay-offs. They weren’t made 
redundant because their posts still exist. 

“If they'd done something wrong they 
would’ve been sacked. 

“As far as I can see they weren’t doing their 
jobs properly, but the management wasn’t in 
place to resolve this and it resulted in pay¬ 
offs to get rid of them quickly and easily. 

“People shouldn’t be paid off because they 
might sue. There needs to be a better struc¬ 
ture of management in place ” 

Cllr Gough defended the pav-ofif figure of 
£1,703,037, saying the 54 former employees 
represented a small number of cases when 
put in the context of the total of non-schools 
workforce, which is about 14,000. 

“It. represents an average cost of just over 
£31,500 w r hich compares with all-in annual 
costs per employee per year of £34,000/ he said. 

“Compromise agreement protocols lay 
down dear guidelines on the process to be 
applied before any payment can be made in 
these cases."

Copenhagen 
conference 
‘was in vain’

THE FAILURE of world 
leaders to agree targets to 
cut emissions means the 
climate change conference 
in Copenhagen was in 
vain, Tunbridge Wells MP 
Greg Clark has said. 

Mr Clark, the shadow energy and 
climate change secretary, said he 
was disappointed by the outcome of 
the United Nations summit, which 
ended on Saturday at 9.30am after 
a tense all-night meeting failed to 
thrash out a deal. 

“Clearly it is very disappointing, 
the progress that was made did not 
involve anything tangible in terms 
of emissions,” he said. “It seems 
frustrating that it was in vain.” 

Steve Dawe, spokesman for the 
Kent Green Party said the confer¬ 
ence was an “utter failure” because 
the Copenhagen Accord, which was 
the deal finally agreed after two- 
weeks of negotiations in the Danish 
capital, did not set binding targets. 

He said: “We need to be making 
radical cuts in greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions now, before rises in global tem¬ 
peratures of two or three degrees 
centigrade become probable. 

“The Chinese government has 
balked at the thought of meaningful 
targets or independent verification 
of its emissions. 

“The US government has tried to 
push other governments into meas¬ 
ures it is unlikely to get through the 
current US Senate.” 

The UN meeting was billed as the 
deadline for hammering out a suc¬ 


cessor to the Kyoto protocol, with 
the aim of preventing catastrophic 
climate change. 

Climate scientists are convinced 
we must stop growth in greenhouse 
gases and start making cuts. 

To have a chance of keeping glob¬ 
al warming under the dangerous 2C 
mark, reductions of 25 to 40 per cent 
relative to 1990 levels are needed, 
rising to 80 per cent to 90 per cent 
by 2050. 

Remote 

“I think it was a group failure,” 
said Mr Clark, who spent a day at 
the summit. 

“The conference was quite remote 
from people whose lives will be 
affected and it was very difficult for 
people to follow what was going on.” 

He said that climate change nego¬ 
tiations would continue. 

“But people need to take a step 
back because it is not sufficient to 
make this deal legally binding 
because it does not commit to any 
targets,” he added. 


Mr Dawe, who is the Green 
Party’s candidate for Tonbridge and 
Mailing in the next general election, 
urged people to boycott goods and 
services from the most polluting 
countries like China and the US. 

“The British Government paints 
itself ‘green’ on climate change,” he 
said. “But the UK record is poor on 
energy efficiency, so much so that 
36,700 people died of the cold in the 
UK last winter. 

“It is also poor on renewable ener¬ 
gy, where only Macedonia in Europe 
generates less than the UK from 
renewable sources.” 

The Copenhagen Accord has seen 
global leaders accept that global 
temperature rises must be kept 
under 2C. It promises to give poorer 
nations up to $30 billion to cope 
with climate change. 

It sets a goal of $100bn a year for 
poorer nations by 2020 for adapting 
to global warming and clean tech¬ 
nology It also preserves Kyoto pro¬ 
tocol, which places binding responsi¬ 
bility on rich nations.

A COOKERY writer has pub¬ 
lished a book proving you can be 
a domestic goddess without 
breaking the bank. 

Beverley Piper’s Credit Crunch 
Entertaining gives 80 recipes and 21 
menus, showing people how they can eat 
well when every penny counts. 

The 60-year-old, who lives near Ashford, 
says it’s all about going back to basics. 

“People should start using home-grown 
vegetables and herbs and using leftovers,” 
she said. “Society is ensconced with using big 
brand names, but if they use supermarket 
brands they’ll find there’s little difference. 

“My book is about using basic ingredients 
and it shows you how to use leftovers. 

“People can save a lot of money by freezing 
food,” she said. “Everyone has their own 
views about what they should buy frozen, 
and of course it would be great to be able to 
just buy a big, fresh chicken, for example, 
but for families trying to save money during 
the credit crunch, this isn’t always possible. 

“Families can also buy cheaper cuts of meat 
which, if cooked properly, taste delicious.”

Mrs Piper said although her book gives tips 
on saving money, its focus is on good food. 

“This isn’t cooking on a budget, it’s about 
showing people they can eat well without 
spending too much,” she said. “It includes 
menus for dinner parties, but also recipes 
families can use.” 

Her tip to use up the abundance of turkey 
this Christmas is to pop it in a risotto. “You 
could even freeze the leftovers and use 
them over New Year,” she added. 

Home economist Mrs Piper has been 
writing cookery books for more than 30 
years. In her new book, she has given time¬ 
keeping tips to ensure wannabe chefs avoid 
burning their food. 

She said: “The menus have time plans, so 
if you’re entertaining you have one less 
thing to worry about. 

Nigella 

But Mrs Piper, who has featured on radio 
and television with her food expertise, said 
despite the popularity of her new book, get¬ 
ting it published was harder than she 
thought. 

“Unless you’re a Jamie Oliver or Nigella 
Lawson it’s very hard to get heard. 

“I’ve had lots of books published, but this 
time I couldn’t get a publisher. So I decided 
to do it myself with the help of my step-son. 

“This book was a big project for me and 
I’m proud that it’s now on sale.”

HS1 blamed for timetable misery 


COMMUTERS voicing their frus¬ 
tration at longer journey times and 
crowded trains have blamed them 
on Kent’s new rail timetable, writes 
Steve Knight. 

Operator Southeastern introduced its revised 
schedule last Sunday, to coincide with the 
launch of the domestic High Speed 1 service, 
promising more choice for passengers and a five 
per cent increase in capacity on mainline trains. 

Yet while some are delighted with the short¬ 
er journey times to London offered by HS1, 
others are less than thrilled with the alter¬ 
ations forced upon their travel patterns. 

KOS Media reader Terry Bonds, from 


Strood, posted his comments about the new 
timetable on our kentnews.co.uk website. 

He wrote: “Rubbish - every train I’ve been on 
so far has been late. There is no point using the 
HS1 trains (at extra cost) as I would then have 
to use the Underground, which is not included 
on my season ticket. 

‘Pathetic’ 

“There are now only three trains from 
Cannon Street to Strood between 5pm and 
7pm as far as I can see, and at useless times, 
so I’ll have to get trains from London Bridge - 
and that, as we all know, means no seat. 

“All in all, pathetic.” 

Another reader, David from Gillingham, was 
equally disappointed with the changes.

He wrote: “The new timetable is rubbish. I 
now get into work late and arrive home 45 
minutes later. All the trains so far this week 
have been late and overcrowded.” 

The introduction of the new 140mph bullet 
trains has contributed to one of the biggest 
timetable shake-ups in more than 40 years, 
with more than 150 stops scheduled every day 
between 7-10am. 

However, due to the increased cost of the 
HS1 service and the lack of choice for a London 
destination - it only stops at St Pancras - 
many commuters are still using the slower, 
mainline trains. 

North Thanet Tory MP Roger Gale said it 
was unfair that they should be made to suffer 
for the benefit of high-speed passengers. 

He said: “I have already received com¬ 
plaints from commuting constituents who, 
while paying in the region of £3,500 a year 
for season tickets, are now faced with the 
prospect of having to change their work and 
life balance for the worse in order to sub¬ 
sidise a high-speed service from which they 
gain no benefit. 

“They now find that because of longer 
journey times on the Kent coast line - 
caused by more halts and fewer trains to 
the destinations they wish to reach - they 
are having to leave home earlier, wait for 
connections on cold, wet platforms and 
arrive later than before.” 

A Southeastern spokesman said the oper¬ 
ator would be conducting a review of the 
timetable in the New Year, making changes 
where necessary and possible. 

He added: “We are committed to provid¬ 
ing the best possible service across all serv¬ 
ices - Metro, mainline and high-speed - but 
unfortunately on rare occasions these serv¬ 
ices will be subject to delays due to prob¬ 
lems out of our control.”

■ KENT County Council is among the authori¬ 
ties calling for a new vision for high-speed 
rail in Europe. 

A partnership of agencies from across the 
Continent met for the first time in Brussels this 
month to discuss how the new service could 
boost tourism throughout the EU and reduce 
harmful emissions from road and air traffic. 

KCC deputy leader Cllr Alex King said: “The 
high-speed rail revolution is taking place all 
over Europe. A number of countries are already 
connected by these bright ribbons of steel, which 
means you can quickly travel from Kent to key 
locations in Europe. 

“We want to open this up further and make sure 
the residents and businesses of Kent benefit from 
these improved connections, helping to promote 
tourism and open up new markets for trading. 

“It will also help regenerate these areas.” 
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KENT cricket chiefs have taken the 
controversial decision of staging one of 
their allotted eight home Friends 
Provident Twenty20 games at 
Surrey’s Brit Oval next summer. 

Kent Spitfires’ T20 clash with Essex Eagles will 
be played outside the county at the Brit Oval in 
Kennington, south London, on Friday, July 9, in a 
move the club hopes will generate more revenue. 

It is a one-off 1 experiment for next season as the 
St Lawrence Ground in Canterbury undergoes an 
£8.2 million facelift, but is expected to be a contro¬ 
versial one as Kent hosts cricket outside the coun¬ 
ty for the first time in its history. 

Four of the Spitfires’ eight home T20 
games will be played at Canterbury with 
two scheduled for Beckenham and just one 
at the Nevill Ground in Tunbridge Wells. 

Acting chief executive Jamie Clifford said 
the club was using the initiative to ensure 
the county profits from hosting all eight 
T20 games in what is a short space of time. 

‘Whether you are a big business, a crick¬ 
et club or a member of the community, peo¬ 
ple understand how difficult it is at the 
moment,” he said. ‘We have to look at ways 
of maximizing revenue, and if people want 
a club that is successful on the pitch and 
stable off it financially, then we have to look 
at things like this.” 

The club’s new membership package for 
next season allows full members to gain 
free access to T20 games for next season

Protecting 
those in peril 


on the sea

TERRORISTS, drug-smug¬ 
glers and thieves can all 
expect the same welcome 
when they arrive in Kentish 
waters - a visit from the 
county’s very own police 
boat. 

Launched 18 months ago with the 
traditional smashing of a bottle of 
champagne, Princess Alexandra III 
has gone on to play a pivotal role in 
several major operations and become 
the bane of a maritime criminal’s life. 

This year the converted RNLI ves¬ 
sel helped break up two major drug¬ 
smuggling gangs, resulting in prison 
sentences totalling almost 100 years 
for the 10 members convicted, with 
its presence on the water acting as a 
deterrent to other would-be felons. 

Kent Police Authority chairwoman 
Ann Barnes officially launched the 


53-foot boat in May last year and has 
been pleased with the results. 

She said: “Due to where we are in 
the country, the police obviously have 
to deal with lots of cross-border and 
cross-Channel crime. 

Priority 

“We work in collaboration with 
Essex and together we share the 
longest stretch of coastline in the 
country, so having a boat like this is a 
very high priority for us. 

“It’s a wonderful tool for the police 


and at £150,000 to refit is really good 
value for money, too. When council 
tax went up for 2007-08, we told 
everyone we would be spending the 
money on the boat and I think it’s 
fantastic what has been achieved. 

“We’ve seen some amazing results 
in terms of drug-smuggling and peo¬ 
ple-trafficking.” 

Weighing 33-and-a-half gross 
tonnes and capable of reaching a

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radar and an AIS (Automated Information 
on Ships) system. 

When not involved in major police opera¬ 
tions, members of the four-strong crew use 
the technology to board vessels of 'interest’, 
while maintaining a close relationship with 
Kent’s coastal and river communities. 

The boat is capable of carrying up to 16 offi¬ 
cers, with each police division - including 
dog-handling and bomb disposal - having at 
least one officer trained to be on board. 

Assets 

Kent Police also has two smaller rigid 
inflatable boats (RIBS) that are quicker and 
used to transport armed officers for major 
operations when the need arises. 

The RIBS were the only marine assets 
owned by the police before the purchase of 
Alexandra III, which is based at Sheemess 
on the Isle of Sheppey. 

Insp Geraint Jones said: “The boat has 
made a huge difference. It’s enabled us to be 
far more effective in linking with our partner 
agencies like the UK Border Agency and 
ports. We look like a serious player now, 
whereas before it didn’t look like we took 
marine policing very seriously at all.” 

Kent Police’s marine division has come a 
long way since its officers first started using 
row boats to patrol the waters back in 1830. 

By 1976 the force owned three boats -

Marina and Alexandra I and II - but finan¬ 
cial cutbacks meant that by the mid-1990s 
they had all been sold. 

As well as being a vital asset in tackling 
water-based crime, Alexandra III has also 
helped save lives. During the Climate Camp 
protests at Kingsnorth power station in sum¬ 
mer 2008, demonstrators used flimsy rafts 
and makeshift life jackets to spread their 
anti-coal message from the water. 

Insp Jones said: “There were some 30 or 40 
home-made rafts with some very enthusias¬ 
tic people on board, and we had to take 126 
people out of the water. Some of the rafts had 
sunk and one man had even tied two one- 
litre bottles around his waist. 

“A lot of people were in real danger of 
dying, so it was important we were there.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Adams - 
who joined the force in April - lists the boat 
among his portfolio of responsibilities and is 
in no doubt as to its effectiveness. 

He said: “Criminals don’t know any bound¬ 
aries, so if we couldn’t do things on the water 
there would be a big gap for policing in Kent. 

“We help ensure sites are safe, we protect 
property and we tackle problems such as 
drug-smuggling and people-trafficking. 

“The men on board have been doing this for 
a long time and know their way around the 
waters. They’re taking neighbourhood polic¬ 
ing out into the estuary.” 


Teen jailed for robberies 


A 19-YEAR-OLD man from 
Gillingham has been jailed 
for 40 months for two rob¬ 
beries - one in Gillingham 
and one in Whitstable. 

Leon Stephen Wheddon of 
Davenport Avenue, initially 
denied carrying out a robbery 
in Great Lines, Gillingham, 
on August 14, and one in 
Whitstable on June 30. 

But he later pleaded guilty 
to both offences and was sen¬ 
tenced at Canterbury Crown 
Court. 

Wheddon carried out the 
Gillingham robbery when he 
approached a man and told 
him to empty his pockets. 


The victim, a 20-year-old 
man, only had 30p on him 
and an open packet of ciga¬ 
rettes, which he handed over 
to Wheddon. 

Det Con Julie McNeil said: 
‘Wheddon has been a persist¬ 
ent offender and is a danger 
to the community. Wheddon 
did not carry a weapon but 
used threats against his vic¬ 
tims to suggest that he did.” 

Wheddon also pleaded 
guilty to a robbery in 
Whitstable, where he again 
threatened a man, this time a 
16-year-old, forcing the victim 
to take £200 out of his bank 
account and hand it over.

The 
fire is thought to have started accidentally.

Sara Payne backs 
mum’s justice fight

THE mother of murdered school¬ 
girl Sarah Payne has offered her 
support to the family of a former 
Kent footballer kicked half to 
death in Crete. 

Robbie Hughes was on the verge of signing 
for Ryman Premier Division side Bromley FC 
when, while on holiday in June last year, he 
was attacked with such brutality that his 
skull caved in. 

His mother Maggie has fought for justice 
over her son’s attackers ever since, and earli¬ 
er this month met Sara Payne - the national 
victims’ champion - to discuss the incident 
that has left the 28-year-old with memory 
loss, obsessive compulsive disorder and prone 
to fits. 

Murder 

The two also discussed ways to help 
prevent similar attacks on holidaymakers in 
the future. 

Mrs Hughes said: “Sara offered me a pri¬ 
vate meeting, which was brilliant because 
she’s an idol of mine. 

“She’s been in similar circumstances to my 
own and is obviously now our voice for the 
future, to tell the Government that there’s a 
problem with the legal system in places like 
Crete. I don’t want to wreck anyone’s holiday 
but people need to be aware that they might 
be the next to be attacked or to suffer a horri¬ 
ble accident, and it’s important they know 
what to do and who to call if they are.” 

Ms Payne’s eight-year-old daughter Sarah 
went missing from a cornfield near her 
grandparents’ home in Kingston Gorse, West 
Sussex, on July 1, 2000. 

Just over two weeks later her body was 
found dumped in a field some 15 miles away. 

Paedophile Roy Whiting was later found 


guilty of the youngster’s murder and is cur¬ 
rently serving life in prison. 

Since the tragedy Ms Payne has cam¬ 
paigned for parents to be allowed to find out 
if they live near registered sex offenders, and 
earlier this year was appointed victims’ 
champion by Justice Secretary Jack Straw. 

Her discussion with Mrs Hughes came 
just days after the footballer’s mum held a 
similar meeting for other victims of crime 
opposite the House of Commons, which was 
attended by MPs and representatives from 
the British Embassy. 

Mrs Hughes said: “It was a four-hour meet¬ 
ing, everyone was given the time to say their 
piece and we all left happy that we had been 
properly listened to, because the worst thing 
you can hear is that nobody can help you. 

“We all agreed that new procedures need 


to be in place to protect people abroad.” 

Once a member of Crystal Palace’s youth 
academy, Robbie has made a miraculous 
recovery, despite being given just 48 hours to 
live following the attack, and is now able to 
play football again despite his disabilities. 

Six British men were arrested following the 
incident, but released without charge due to a 
loophole in Greek law that says such crimes 
must be reported within two days. 

Mrs Hughes said: “Robbie can hold a con¬ 
versation with you now, but if something dis¬ 
tracts him, he’s off somewhere else. There’s 
still a long way to go.” 

Earlier this month six British men - five 
from Surrey and one from Sussex - were 
arrested under extradition powers in connec¬ 
tion with the attack. They were remanded 
in custody. 
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New credit union to 
tackle loan sharks is 
delayed by red tape 


BUREAUCRACY has delayed 
the launch of a countywide credit 
union that would have provided a 
safer alternative to loan sharks 
this Christmas. 

Kent Savers has been ready to begin trad¬ 
ing since the end of October, but is being held 
up by the industry regulator the Financial 
Services Authority (FSA), which is yet to sign 
off the final paperwork. 

Established by Kent County Council, the 
union - which will be non-profit making and 
run by a voluntary board of directors - will offer 
a fixed interest rate of 27 per cent to steer res¬ 
idents away from exorbitant offers elsewhere. 

Legal 

Cabinet member for regeneration and eco¬ 
nomic development Cllr Kevin Lynes told 
KOS Media he was disappointed by the delay. 

He said: “Everything is sorted. The gover¬ 
nance, the money, the staff and the premises 
are all in place and the website is up and 
running. What we are waiting for - and it 
drives me mad - is the FSA. 

“They have to rubber-stamp the business 
plan and application for the union to be legal, 
but in the current economic climate they are 
being 2,000 per cent cautious about eveiything. 

“Christmas is one of the times when people 
are most at risk of being taken advantage of 
by loan sharks, and it’s a real shame we’re

not yet trading because we could have saved 
a lot of people a lot of heartache this year.” 

Kent Savers will offer loans of between 
£500 and £5,000 and will be targeted at res¬ 
idents who cannot guarantee earnings or 
have no equity. 

It will also provide a bill payment service 
and flexible and secure saving plans. 

Interim chief officer Adrian Davies said he 
hoped the union would be up and running by 
the end of the week beginning January 4. 

He added: “Given the state of the economy, 
everyone expects the FSA to regulate a lot 
more carefully, but they’ve been given no 
clear guidelines by the Government and 
apparently no extra staff either, and it’s a bit 
of a pain to be honest. 

‘We’ve read the stories and listened to the 
debates in Parliament about people having no 
alternative to high-cost credit and unscrupu¬ 
lous loan sharks, well there is an alternative, 
but we haven’t yet been allowed to offer it.” 

An FSA spokeswoman said she was unable 
to comment on specific cases. 

When Kent Savers is eventually launched, 
residents will be able to access it at one of the 
county’s seven Gateways - in Ashford, Dover, 
Maidstone, Tenterden, Margate, Tonbridge 
and Tunbridge Wells.

Tributes paid to a 
bright, loving teen 

THE family of a young woman who died when 
her car careered from the Thanet Way have 
paid tribute her. 

Laura Lyddon, a 19-year-old from 
Bishopstone Lane, Beltinge, near Heme Bay, 
was killed when the car she was driving came 
off the London-bound A299 near St Nicholas 
at Wade on Saturday, December 12.

Lighting up their lives 

Charity works to help get homeless people off the streets

HOMELESS teenager Tommy 
has told his story to try and help 
raise funds for a charity which 
assists 1,600 people a year. 

Tommy, 17, is one of the people Porchlight 
has helped in the run-up to Christmas. He 
has been living in their supported accommo¬ 
dation in Canterbury for two months. 

Tommy said: “Six months ago I was living 
with my mum in Dover. My behaviour start¬ 
ed to go downhill. I did loads of silly things 
like getting involved with the wrong crowd, 
drinking and taking drugs. 

“I got in so much trouble with the police 
that I wasn’t allowed in Dover anymore. 

“Loads of people wanted to fight me 
because of the trouble I’d caused. On one 
occasion around 30 people came to my house 
armed with bats. Luckily I wasn’t in. My 
mum was really scared and she didn’t want 
me to live with her anymore.” 

After a short stint staying with family in 
Canterbury, who Tommy also fell out with, he 
spent four months sleeping rough in tents, on 
benches and at train stations in the city. 

He said: “It’s really cold and there is 
nowhere to go. I had no money so I couldn’t 
eat. It was horrible. 

“I was forced to scrounge from my mates. 
Because of this I eventually lost all my 
friends. I felt like committing suicide.” 

But after Tommy’s mum and cousin told

him about Porchlight he went to the charity, 
was interviewed and was able to move in to 
its young persons’ accommodation in the 
north of Canterbury. 

Now he is studying stable management at 
Canterbury stables, which teaches people with 
disabilities and learning difficulties to ride. 

The youngster is also doing an English and 
maths course, looking for a job and enjoying 
Porchlight’s activities, which include horse 
riding, football training, and visits to the gym. 

He would like to be a professional footballer 
but, in case that does not work out, he has 
applied to train as a mechanic. 


And now the teenager is getting back on 
track he is back in contact with his mum. 

Tommy said: “I talk to most of my family 
again now. I told my mum when I left that 
one day I would prove her wrong and show 
her that I could do something with my life. 

“When I spoke to her the other week she 
started to cry. She is so pleased I have man¬ 
aged to turn things around.” 

While he is staying with the charity, Tommy 
gets help sorting out the problems which 
made him homeless in the first place. 

He has meetings twice a week to talk to 
someone about his how he can overcome spe¬ 
cific problems. 

For some people these can include getting 
benefits, life skills, physical and mental 
health issues, deciding where to live, or help¬ 
ing with application forms for work or study. 

Homeless people like Tommy also get to 
participate in activities which bring them 
back into society, build their confidence and 
give them skills, or even qualifications. 

Tommy said that without Porchlight he 
would still be on the streets: “It is the most 
horrible experience I have ever had in my life.

Christmas shoppers show 
no signs of slowing down 


THE recession has failed to put the brakes on 
the Christmas shopping frenzy as retailers 
record a rise in sales over the festive season, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

Figures from the Office for National 
Statistics show that in November, 2009, 
there was a three per cent rise seen in sales, 
compared with the same time last year, with 
this increasing rapidly through December. 

And shop owners in Kent’s high streets and 
shopping centres are rubbing their hands 
with glee as people continue to spend. 

Even last weekend’s treacherous weather 
failed to stop people venturing out to the 
shops, with Bluewater seeing more than 
250,000 people come through its doors. 

General manager Andrew Parkinson said he 
expected over 500,000 shoppers to visit during 
the final four days of Christmas shopping. 

The centre has seen jewellery and electri¬ 
cal sales go up by 15 per cent since last year 
and the second half of November saw many 
retailers reaching record sales figures. 

The John Lewis store at Bluewater has 
also had record sales, beating last year by 


22.5 per cent. David Barford, director of sell¬ 
ing operations at the store, said: “We are 
delighted with the performance of our 
Bluewater branch.” 

But financial experts have warned that by 
spending more at Christmas, people are put¬ 
ting themselves under more financial pressure 
and succumbing to the temptations of loans. 

And in many cases, they are turning to 
doorstep loans, which come with a higher 
interest rate than standard ones. 

In some instances, borrowers could end up 
paying an annual percentage rate (APR) of 
around 200 per cent, meaning a £300 loan 
could end up costing them around £600. 

Citizens Advice Bureaux across the county 
are advising people to contact their local 
credit unions rather than go for the quick but 
expensive options. 

A spokesperson from the Association of 
British Credit Unions said in most cases, by 
using credit unions, people will have to pay 
no more than one per cent a month, an APR 
of just over 12 per cent. For information go to 
your local Citizens Advice Bureau.

Campaigners say apathy is keeping community quiet 


‘City needs to show 
pride in being gay’ 


GAR BAY: The owners of C02 say the venture has been a waste of time

THE imminent closure of a 
gay bar has led to members 
of Canterbury Pride to 
renew criticism that the 
city is not gay enough. 

C02, a bar on the corner of King 
Street and St Alphege Lane, will 
shut down as soon as the owners 
can sell the lease. 

The bar has been plagued with 
planning objections and complaints 
from an association of local home- 
owners since before it opened, and 
one of the bar’s owners blames this 
and a lack of community support for 
the bar’s closure. 

Darren Bister, co-owner of the 
pub, said: “We are closing because it 
is just not very successful at the 
moment. It is a waste of time, 
a waste of our work and a waste 
of money. 

‘We have not had the support 
from the community that we 
thought we would get so it is time 
to shut the doors. We have 
had enough. 

“Too much damage has been done 
here; it is a lost cause really We will 
probably not be opening a bar in 
Canterbury again, although we will 


be keeping our bars in other towns.” 

Gay rights group Pride in 
Canterbury blamed council apathy 
for the venue’s closure. 

Andrew Brettel, speaking for the 
group, said: “Until the council sends 
out a clear message that it is okay 
for the gay community to be out and 
proud in the city, businesses and 
ventures that strive to serve and 
build up that community will find it 
difficult to succeed. 

“The city’s many homophobes 
must think Christmas has already 
arrived.” 

But Mr Bister does not blame the 
council and does not think the 
venue being gay was a factor. He 
said: “Anything here would get com¬ 
plaints no matter what venue it is. 


The locals don’t want anything here 
full stop. 

“I am a bit gutted, but there you 
go. We are the only gay bar, but peo¬ 
ple don’t want us here, including the 
gay community who are not sup¬ 
porting us at all. 

“We have put a lot of hard work 
into it and a lot of money making a 
place where people can feel comfort¬ 
able and be themselves. Sod ’em!” 

A council spokesman said: “While 
it is sad when any business closes, 
as the local licensing authority we 
have to be strictly impartial and 
cannot favour either the business or 
local residents. We have offered to 
work with the owners of C02 to try 
and find them alternative premises 
within the city.”

Lorry drivers owe £1.5m 
in illegal immigrant fines 


TRUCK drivers are not being punished 
enough for smuggling illegal immigrants from 
Calais, writes Ed Hill 

That is the conclusion of an inspection into 
the work carried out by the United Kingdom 
Borders Agency (UKBA). 

The report was published by the agency’s 
independent inspector John Vine. He found 
that £1.5 million of fines were still to be col¬ 
lected by the agency from lorry companies 
whose vehicles had been found to be carry¬ 
ing illegal immigrants. 

Under the law, introduced in 2000, 
haulage companies can be fined up to 
£4,000 and if they fail to pay they can have 
the vehicle impounded. 

However, the report found almost no com¬ 
panies or drivers had been added to the 
agency’s vehicle seizure list since September 
last year. 

In his report Mr Vine said: “We saw little 
effective leadership or accountability for the 
civil penalty process within the UKBA.” 

The inspectors blamed the lack of resources 
and poor management that affectively 
allowed lorry companies to ignore the law. 

The number of stowaways found in trucks 
in France heading to UK ports like Dover, has 
massively increased over the last three years. 
In 2007 4,241 were found by UKBA staff, this 
had risen to 8,058 by September, 2009. 

The report said that although officers on 
the ground in Calais tried to do their best to 
carry out searches, they lacked the equip¬ 
ment and facilities to do the job. 

Mr Vine said: We found there was a short¬ 
age of basic equipment available to staff, 
including torches, cameras and bolt-cutters. 
The accommodation at Calais was also very 
limited - in terms of both the space and

facilities available for staff and customers.” 

If lorry drivers were caught with illegal 
immigrants in their trucks the penalty fine 
system was not acting as a deterrent. 

A large backlog of cases had built up, 
meaning the agency would resort to sending 
out warning letters and not issue fines 
because of the lack of staff. 

Mr Vine said more vehicles should be 
impounded by the UKBA because in most 
cases the fine was paid within two days. 

He concluded: We found no evidence to 
show that quality reviews were undertaken 
in relation to the civil penalty scheme, 
either to identify opportunities for improve¬ 
ment or to ensure consistent application of 
the scheme.” 

Ashford MP and Conservative spokesman 
on immigration, Damian Green, said the 
report was another example of the chaos in 
the immigration system.

Violent robber gets 
three-year sentence

A KNIFE-wielding man has 
been sentenced to three years 
in prison for attempted robbery. 

Robert Roache, of no fixed address, was 
arrested on September 8 following the 
attack in Institute Road, Chatham.

and possession of an offensive weapon. 

Det Insp Ann Lisseman said: 'We’re 
pleased with the sentence and hope that it 
acts as a deterrent to others who think 
about carrying out acts of violence.” 


Joining forces for better council housing 


BETTER council housing 
could be on the way for ten¬ 
ants if a pioneering plan is 
approved. 

The idea is for a project 
allowing Canterbury, Dover, 
Shepway and Thanet coun¬ 
cils to manage council hous¬ 
ing across the area as one. 

This should cut costs 


which come with duplicating 
services, which would then 
be re-invested elsewhere in 
the area’s council housing 
budget. 

If proposals published ear¬ 
lier this month are 
approved, each council’s ten¬ 
ants will be able to have a 
say in setting up a not-for- 


profit housing company to be 
owned by the councils. 

This is the first time four 
councils have combined their 
housing services in such a 
way, and it is estimated it 
could save £1.5 million over 
five years. 

A final decision will be 
made in the New Year.

Are you bemused every time someone mentions 
Twitter? Do you get annoyed every time you hear 
it mentioned on the TV and radio? JOHN YOUNG 
is a television reporter and presenter who’s just 
returned to BBC South East Today after a year 
training new journalists. He’s 43, and until 
a few months ago couldn’t make head or tail 
of it either. But now he’s getting stuck in - and 
he would love you to join him 


TWITTER. It’s such a 
ridiculous word. 

It sounds like a cheap toy you 
might buy for a new born 
nephew as an emergency Christ¬ 
mas present. But after a few 
weeks cautiously “tweeting” 
myself, this internet-based activ¬ 
ity has helped me to recommend 
a plumber, avoid a traffic jam, 
keep dry on a wet day and let off 
steam last time my train was 
late into London. 

It’s also helped me feel more in 
touch with the world around me. 

So how do you tweet? First, 
you need to be online, or have 
the internet on your phone. 
Then you open an account, enter 
a few details about yourself. 

And next, once in a while, 
you just type a little message 
to the world about... whatever 
you want. 

Let’s stop there, I used to think. 
Why on earth would I want to 
type a little message to the 
world? Who cares if I’ve just had 
a disappointing sandwich for my 
lunch? The answer, of course, is 


that nobody cares much. But 
this is Twitter’s problem. Word’s 
got around that it’s about ego¬ 
centric people telling each other 
what they had for lunch. 

It isn’t. I now think Twitter is 
a remarkably powerful tool for 
contributing to the society we all 
live in. And if that sounds like a 
turn off - it can be fun, too. 

Here’s how I’ve been explain¬ 
ing it to new journalists I’ve 
been training. 

You know what it’s like when 
you’re on a train and you over¬ 
hear an interesting bit of chat? 
Someone mentioning something 
they’ve seen or heard on tv, per¬ 
haps, that sounds up your 
street? Or perhaps someone 
furious about a council blunder 
that you think may have hap¬ 
pened to you, too? Twitter is like 
being on a train with as many 
carriages as you can imagine, all 
full of people chatting away. 

Some of it’s boring chat. Some 
of it you don’t understand a 
word of. But some of it is really 
useful, conversations you can 
join, people you can then contact

People can respond to 
what you’re saying - my exasperated tweet 
about my train being late caught the eye of a 
campaigner. But you’re in control - you join in 
the chat as much or as little as you want. 

So when someone wrote that they needed a 
plumber, I tweeted back some details of one I’d 
used. South East Today are one of many news 
organisations that tweets its headlines to help 
you decide what to watch that night. 

Our weather presenters, Kaddy, Kaye and 
Nazaneen, tweet the weather forecast, too - 
handy if you can’t get to the telly. 

Witty types tweet amusing gags that might 
put a smile on your face. Groups of tweeters 
gather to debate what’s being debated on the 
BBC’s Question Time. Sarah Brown, the 
Prime Minister’s wife, tweets about the cam¬ 
paigns she supports. It gets interesting. 

Councillors tweet to ask who needs their 
help. People living in Cumbria recently tweet¬ 
ed in their thousands about the problems they 
faced as the floodwater poured in. It’s a fair bet 
it was on Twitter before it was on the news. 

It takes time to get the hang of. Like learn¬ 
ing German, you need to take it slowly at first. 
The Twitter website isn’t as good as it might 
be at explaining how it all works. There are 
plenty of guides online that explain it better. 

But whether you’re a gossip or a campaign¬ 
er, wanting to help other people, or just a bit 
curious about other people - I’d recommend 
giving it a try. And if you do, please send me a 
tweet - and I’ll tweet you a welcome back.

Watch what you eat 


DRIED fruit is a popular treat, 
but those with a sensitivity to sul¬ 
phur dioxide should be wary. 

Kent Trading Standards is 
advising consumers with that 
condition to take care when eat¬ 
ing dried fruit as sulphur dioxide 
is often used to preserve it. 

In recent tests some samples 
did not correctly list the presence 
of the substance, which can trig¬ 
ger an allergic response in those 
sensitive to it. It can also be a 
problem to asthmatics. 

Sulphur dioxide is often used to 
preserve dried fruit such as apri¬ 
cots, prunes and dates, as well as 
other food and drink products. 

Manufacturers are required to 


label products containing it with 
either the words sulphur dioxide 
or sulphites. However, some of the 
products used the chemical sym¬ 
bol S02, which consumers may 
not be familiar with. 

Richard Strawson, area manag¬ 
er for Kent County Council’s Kent 
Trading Standards said: “No-one 
wants to be ill at Christmas, so 
we’re advising people to check 
labels before they buy food, take 
extra care if they suffer from 
allergies and if in doubt, avoid it. 

“Kent Trading Standards is 
working with manufacturers to 
make sure they label their prod¬ 
ucts correctly so consumers know 
exactly what they’re buying.”

A GIRL from Maidstone is hop¬ 
ing her Christmas wish of a 
sponsorship deal to help her 
reach the London Olympics will 
soon come true.

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Don’t kill garden birds 
with leftover kindness 


TURKEY fat is extreme¬ 
ly dangerous and should 
not be fed to garden birds, 
writes Mathew Beech. 

That is the warning the RSPB is 
issuing to bird-lovers who may 
unwittingly be killing their gar¬ 
den visitors with kindness. 

RSPB adviser Kirsi Peck said: 
“Using fat from roasting tins to 
feed to garden birds is one big no- 
no. 

“Roasting tin fat is likely to be 
mixed with lots of other juices 
which will go off very quickly and 
cause disease on bird tables. 

“It could also damage birds’ 
feathers which are so important 
for keeping them healthy and 
warm. And any salt added to meat 
can have a devastating effect of its 
own.” 

However, for those who want to 
share Christmas dinner with our 


feathered friends, there are treats 
that can be put on the bird table, 
including crumbs from cakes, bis¬ 
cuits and mince pie pastry, as well 
as cereals, fruit and mild grated 
cheese. 

Ms Peck said: “Although cooked 
turkey fat must be avoided, there 
are lots of leftovers that will give 
birds energy and nutrients to help 
them through the winter. 

Leftovers 

“Natural food will be in short 
supply as trees and bushes are 
covered in snow and frost and the 
ground is hard. We always have 
so much food at this time of year 
and people love to put leftovers to 
good use. 

“As long as we know which foods 
are suitable we can really help 
our wild birds fight the cold. They 
will repay you by brightening up 
gardens long into winter and com¬ 
ing back year after year.”

A winning Christmas chart race 



PART of the excitement of the fes¬ 
tive season for me growing up 
was the announcement of the 
Christmas Number One. 

The battle for the top spot was huge and 
incredibly important to the artist who 
became the seasonal sensation, both finan¬ 
cially and professionally 

Sadly, that anticipation seems to be miss¬ 
ing in recent years. Whether it is down to the 
death of vinyl singles, or the introduction of 
internet downloads, the musical countdown 
to Christmas appeared to be gone. 

That was until this year, when the excite¬ 
ment returned, but in a very different way.

By the simple fact that he had won the tel¬

X Factor winners, Alexandra Burke’s version 
of Hallelujah last year was one of the biggest 
selling festive singles ever. 

However, the Morters decided to lead an 
internet revolt and launched their campaign 
on the social network site Facebook. 

In their attempt to put a stop to the “ster¬ 
ile pop monopoly of the UK music chart 


scene”, they chose to back Rage Against The 
Machine and their 1992 single Killing In The 
Name. The internet support was phenome¬ 
nal and beat McElderry’s offering to storm to 
the top spot in the charts, beating the talent 
show hopeful with 500,000 downloads pur¬ 
chased in just over a week. 

The internet campaign has had a global 
following and has been described as the 
biggest upset in the music industry for years 


and is said to have tapped into the silent 
majority of the people in the UK who are 
tired of being spoon-fed one schmaltzy ballad 
after another. 

What was interesting in our household 
was how our lads followed the online battle 
not dissimilar to how we would have eagerly 
awaited the announcement of the chart top¬ 
pers as youngsters. 

It was a ritual in our home. Sunday evening 
as mum would serve up our tea, we would be 
tuned into the chart show on Radio One. 

From 6-7pm the dulcet tones of Tom 
Browne would resonate around our front 
room as we eagerly awaited the countdown. 
I’m sure the anticipation was enhanced by 
the fact that I felt that I had contributed to 
the overall decision. 

I’d queue in WHSmiths with 75p of my 
pocket money to buy a single. 

How satisfying it was knowing my pur¬ 
chase was making the difference to whoever 
claimed the prestigious hot spot of the year. 

And I must admit there is a sense of pride, 
in knowing that I assisted Little Jimmy 
Osmond become the 1972 Christmas champi¬ 
on with Your Long Haired Lover of Liverpool. 

My musical taste has always been, as you 
can tell, quite clearly first class.

From bubbly to beer, county has 
always known how to celebrate 


As the biggest party of the season approaches, RACHEL McATHY finds 
out how the Garden of England's bounty will help toast in the New Year 


T HE year is drawing to a close and party poppers are poised to wel¬ 
come in the New Year. For many, it will be a night of celebration, 
perhaps enjoyed with a glass or two of a favourite tipple. 

But as you scan the supermarket shelves for the ultimate six-pack or bottle of bubbly, 
why not pick up some of England's top wines and ales - made right here in Kent? 

Our countryside has acres of vineyards, hop gardens, orchards and barley fields 
which have been supplying the people of Kent and beyond with wines, ciders and ales 
for centuries. 

The hop is Kent's most famous crop, added to beer during the brewing process to 
enhance the bitterness and aroma. Hops are thought to have arrived in the county in the 
1500s, reaching a growing peak in the late 19th century, when they covered about 77,000 
acres. Stewart Main, master brewer for Faversham-based Shepherd Neame, Britain's old¬ 
est brewery, said the county had played a crucial role in the industry throughout history. 

"Kent is the home of hops and although the industry is in decline, it is still extremely 
important to the region," he said. 

"Hop gardens can be found just a mile outside of the brewery and grow right around 
the town. We believe using locally sourced barley, hops and water helps to give our clas¬ 
sic ales their key flavour." 

Much like grapes in wines, different hop and barley varieties produce a wide range of 
beer and ale flavours. The county's most famous is Bishops Finger, a Kentish ale named 
after old roadside signposts. 

It is brewed using water from a well beneath the Faversham brewery, as well as hops 
and barley grown locally, the only ale to be the product of a single county. 

Despite Kent's historic links to beer and ale production, the industry has been in decline 
for some time. But as hop gardens disappear from our landscape, the wine business con¬ 
tinues to boom, offering competition to Continental products. 

Chapel Down in Tenterden produces a range of award-winning red and white wines, still 
and sparkling, from grapes both at its own vineyard and sourced from 180 acres across 
the South East. Kent is ideally suited for vineyards, with chalky soils across the Downs 
similar to those in the Champagne region of France. The summer climate provides ideal 
conditions to grow grape varieties perfect for high-quality sparkling wines. 

The Tenterden vineyard covers 25 acres, growing a number of grape varieties from red 
Pinot Noir and Dornfelder to white Bacchus, Pinot Blanc and Chardonnay. 

The fruits are hand-picked before being taken to the on-site winery, where about 
500,000 bottles are produced annually. 

Managing director Frazer Thompson said the popularity of wine was down to both its 
pleasure as a drink and the cultural experience. 

"Every bottle can be different and if you want to learn something then a bottle of wine 
is an education which comes with a real story," he said. "Of course, it is also a beautiful 
tasting drink. But I believe you need to know something about what you are drinking to 
fully appreciate it." 

And with more and more vineyards being planted across the county, it is easier than 
ever to know exactly where your bottle originated from. So to help support local produc¬ 
ers, order your celebration drinks online at foodforkent.co.uk, where you can choose from 
a wide selection of some of the county's best wines, beers and ales.

KENT on Sunday has 
kindly invited me to look 
into my “crystal ball” and 
set out my vision for 
Kent over the next year. 

Some facts about the next 12 
months are known. 

There will be a general elec¬ 
tion. The state of the nation’s 
finances will remain perilous. 
The public sector will have to 
provide more with less money. 
Private sector businesses will 
continue to struggle. 

This rather depressing outlook 
is as a result of the misbehaviour 
of our banking system. 

Despite a massive public sector 
bail-out of many of this country’s 
banking institutions they will 
continue to be customer unfriend¬ 
ly, restricting lending, overcharg¬ 
ing for the privilege of being lent 
money, and inhibiting the sur¬ 
vival and growth of many good 
Kent businesses. 

Their behaviour is sapping the 
energy and success of hard-work¬ 
ing entrepreneurs. 

Personally, the last 12 months 
have been the worst I have experi¬ 
enced in 30 years of running my 
own businesses in central London. 

The recovery will be long and 
slow and hopefully will start 
after the general election. The 
new government’s approach to 
restoring the state of public 
finances and supporting the 
country’s economy will need a 
delicate hand on the tiller. The 


medicine needed for a full recov¬ 
ery will have to be applied with 
enormous care as the patient 
could so easily go into shock.

There’s something about Giovanni s 



RESTAURANT REVIEW

THERE are some restaurants 
which are just like pantomimes. 

The scenery looks old, the jokes are past 
their sell-by date, and the fundamental quali¬ 
ty just isn’t up to modem day standards. Yet 
somehow they work. And you leave the prem¬ 
ises feeling like you’ve had a great time, but 
unable to work out exactly why. 

All the ingredients are wrong and you wince 
at the price you’ve just paid, but you still know 
the minute you step outside, you’ll want to go 
again next year. 

As a perfect example of this, allow me to 
introduce you to Giovanni’s in Whitstable. 
Situated a good 10-minute walk from the 
trendy beach end of the main thoroughfare, it 
was once the town’s gourmet calling card. But 
that was then. And things have changed. 

Now you can’t move for competitively priced, 
carefully created, taste explosions with lash¬ 
ings of ambience in the far prettier tourist end 
of the town. 

But what they cannot possibly provide is the 
experience of time travel. And Giovanni’s is 
expert at that. You walk in and you are trans¬ 
ported back probably 30 years. 

The leather seats in the bar where you have 
your pre-meal drink, the lighting, the carna¬ 
tions on the table, everything wreaks of the 
late 70s/early 80s, even the music gently piped 
in while you eat. 

You cannot help but be entirely fascinated by 
it... in the same way you can end up staring at 
someone with a terrible disfigurement. You’re 
not being deliberately cruel or unkind, it’s just 
that it’s so unusual. 

Giovanni’s positions itself as an Italian 
restaurant. In tmth, the most Italian aspect of 
it is the accent of the owner and sole waiter for 
the night. 

But then he’s hardly rushed off his feet. 
Three Saturdays before Christmas and at 8pm 
there are precisely no people eating. Half an 
hour later that number has swollen to 10. The 
place seats at least 60. 

When we dined here some years ago, it was 
again remarkably quiet. You cannot but pon¬ 
der how it survives. 

You ponder that again when you start eat¬ 


ing. The starters are acceptable. I plump for 
antipasto (£6.95) which, let’s be honest, is 
going to test no chef. Open packet. Put thin 
strips of cured meat on plate. And there is no 
more than that. No salad, no garnish. My part¬ 
ner goes for the mozzarella salad - the cheese 
is modest, and the salad light and tasty. 

Then it’s the main courses. And it is here 
where you remember how very far we have 
all come over recent years. I opt for the 
lamb shank. It’s not cheap at a few pence 
short of £15. Plus, there’s a cunning little 
extra charge (£3.50) for the vegetables, 
which, quite frankly, I think is a ridiculous 
method so many eateries insist on doing. 

It’s like a stealth tax. And anyway, the 
cauliflower was too watery and the spuds 
lacking life. 

As for the meat, well, it encapsulated 
what is wrong with Giovanni’s approach to 
food. The lamb was drowned out in a thick 
gravy goo which drenched the dish in a 
mundane, artificial taste. The subtleties of 
the tastes, the delicate tang of the sauce off¬ 
setting the juicy meat - all lost. 

My partner opted for mushroom risotto. 
The portion far too large in this day and 
age. You should emerge from a restaurant 
feeling well fed, not fit to burst. And the 
taste? Well any hope of finding the gentle 
tastes of the rice, the seasoning and the 
mushrooms was lost due to a uniformity of 
taste. Again, every mouthful tasted the 
same: disappointing. 

Such were the sizes of the main course, 
we had to turn down dessert, instead, 
plumping for coffee. 

All in all, a disappointing array of food. 
Yet there is something about this place. 
Something about the service (super friend¬ 
ly). Something about the fact you are enter¬ 


tained throughout by your surroundings. 

Even the mediocrity of the food is vaguely 
amusing. It’s something no other restaurant in 
Whitstable can match, strangely enough. 

You’ll eat better and for better value else¬ 
where (with bottle of wine the bill was a 
smidge under £72), but you really owe it to

Homes shortfall ‘will 

reach million in 2010’ 



TROUBLE AHEAD: With housebuilding at an 80-year low, experts are warning of wider consequences

THE country will be short of one 
million homes next year - and 
Kent will have to share its part of 
the problem. 

Expert David Pretty is the co-author of a 
report highlighting the problems the nation 
will face when the New Year starts. 

He said: “Our analysis shows that in 
England we could be approaching a one mil¬ 
lion housing shortfall by the end of 2010. With 
production at its lowest level in 80 years, the 
gap between housing supply and demand will, 
this year alone, be about 150,000 homes, 
equivalent to the size of Nottingham.” 

He added: “If we ignore this problem and 
reduce public intervention and investment in 
new supply of both private and affordable 
housing, there could be serious social and eco¬ 
nomic consequences, not least record housing 
waiting lists and more pain for beleaguered 
first-time buyers. 

“Further action, such as more land release, 
support for new entrants in the market and 
expansion of the private rented sector, is need¬ 
ed to avoid a return to a cycle of housing boom 
and bust.” 

The report was published by the Town and 
Country Planning Association. 

Chief executive Gideon Amos said: “This 
report highlights the fact we must continue to 
plan to provide the homes our society needs, 
but we must do so in a sustainable way. 


“In short, we need quantity and quality. If we 
don’t get them, the housing supply problem - 
already urgent - will get worse. 

“The alternative of allowing housing provi¬ 
sion to sink to a new all-time low could be stor¬ 
ing up even more problems ahead. 

“Planning can play a key part, but we need a 
package of solutions as set out in this report to 
get us back to a more balanced housing mar¬ 


ket. We will be drawing the findings of this 
report and our agenda for development in the 
downturn to the attention of all major political 
parties.” 

It found housing production is at an 80-year 
low which will have serious social and econom¬ 
ic consequences, not least of which will be the 
increase in housing waiting lists and over¬ 
crowding to record levels. 


Quality market 
attracts foreign 


bargain 

THE top 20 per cent of properties by 
value are recovering at a much faster 
rate than those with a lower value, a 
report has found. 

It contrasts with the bottom fifth 
where prices increased by about one 
per cent, less than half of those that are 
more expensive. 

Kensington and Chelsea remains the 
most expensive borough, with an aver¬ 
age residential house price of £673,307, 
which is still 15 per cent lower than 
this time last year. 

Robert Bartlett, the head of 
Chesterton Humberts, said: “The 
monthly increase in average house 
prices is a reflection of the increasingly 
positive attitude that is emerging with¬ 
in the overall market and economy.

YOUNG people in Kent 
who have been unemployed 
for six months or more are 
being guaranteed a job, 
training or work experience 
through a new reform of the 
welfare system. 

Yvette Cooper, work and pensions 
secretary, said more than 100,000 
opportunities for under 25s in the 
county are being created to ensure 
they find employment. 

She also stressed that every person 
on benefits for at least six months, 
whatever their age, would be at least 
£40 per week better off when moving 
into work. 

Her announcement forms part of a 
new White Paper; Building Britain’s 
Recovery: Achieving Full 

Employment, which sets out a £400 
million programme over the next 18 
months, including £300m to tackle 
youth unemployment across the UK. 

In Kent and Medway alone recent 
figures have shown that 2,310 people 
aged between 18 and 24 have been 
claiming Jobseekers’ Allowance for 
more than six months. 

Ms Cooper said: “In the 1980s 
youth unemployment continued to

rise for four years after the recession 
ended. 

“A generation of talent was wasted. 
We are determined that must never 
happen again, so we will guarantee a 
job, training or work experience at 
six months for 18 to 24-year-olds. 

“And, because we believe that work 
is the best way out of poverty, we are 
continuing with radical reform to the 
welfare system. 

White Paper 

“This means that everyone - be 
they lone parents, carers or disabled 
people - will get the support they 
need, not only to get work, but to stay 
in work.” 

In its White Paper, the Government 
has announced further jobs in polic¬ 
ing and transport for those strug¬ 
gling to find employment. 

Older people are also set to benefit, 
with a wide package of support 
designed to help jobseekers. 

The plans mark the next step in 
the Government’s benefit reform 
programme which looks to ensure 
that everyone on benefits is on the 


way back into employment. 

As part of proposals, ministers 
have launched a special financial 
incentive to enable employers to take 
on apprentices. 

Iain Wright, Minister for 14-19 
Reform, said it is vital to invest in 
young people during the economic 
downturn to ensure the economic cli¬ 
mate does not min the prospects of a 
generation. 

“Apprenticeships are a key route to 
building the national skills base and 
a fantastic way for young people to 
progress in the workplace and they 
make good business sense,” he said. 

“Thousands of employers are 
already taking on apprentices, but it 
is right that we help make it easier 
for them.” 

Kevin Brennan, minister for fur¬ 
ther education, skills and apprentice¬ 
ships, agreed that investing in young 
people is the way forward. 

“That is why this Government is 
expanding apprenticeships, increas¬ 
ing the number of university places 
and is making sure that young 
unemployed people get the skills 
they need to get work and get on at 
work,” he said.

IT’S a small car, but the Citroen 
C3 launched on January 15 rep¬ 
resents a big statement by the 
increasingly confident French 
marque. 

The previous car was a pretty so-so affair 
wrapped in a visually friendly, even cuddly, 
egg-shaped design that evoked the brand’s 
classic 2CV. 

What that design did was to attract 
buyers who continually buy into French 
motoring chic without looking too hard at 
how the car drives or is screwed together. 

It was cheap too, and usually available on 
almost silly deals. 

But my job is to be nosey and I didn’t like 
what I found; the old C3 was cramped 
inside, sloppy to drive and poorly made. 

If Citroen hadn’t put this right with the 
new car then it might have spelled 
bad news, just as superminis become even 
more popular as we all downsize our car 
choice in the interests of economy and the 
environment. 

Fortunately though, the new car looks 
and feels much classier; better able to 
deliver a larger car feel for those who 
really are trading a family hatchback or 
something bigger in favour of this little 
five-door supermini. 

The new C3 also feels like a more deserv¬ 
ing sister to the impressive C5 that sits in 
the Ford Mondeo Class and to the premium 
DS series that we are promised - the DS3 
Mini rival arrives later in 2010. 

Our first drive in the new C3 came cour¬ 
tesy of the Wilmoths chain’s site at 
Maidstone - now celebrating the first 
anniversary of its opening - where general

sales manager Kelvin Clayton was quick to 
defend the old car yet promote its successor. 

“You have got to remember that the orig¬ 
inal C3 came out seven years ago and 
things have moved fast in the industry and 
at Citroen, but it has been a good seller for 
us and will continue to offer value as a used 
buy,” he said. 

“But the new car takes us to a new level 
and we expect to do well with it, judging by 
the many inquiries we are getting ahead of 
the launch on the 15th.” 

The test car was an upmarket 1.4 
Exclusive with a lively 95bhp VTi 16v 
petrol engine (£14,090), which wears its 
interior chroming and leather trimming 
well and also comes with auto climate and 
cruise controls. 

It has the eye-catching Zenith panoramic 
front screen too that is set to become the 


new C3’s trademark; this is standard on all 
but the VT entry model (from £10,790) and 
comes with a neat pull down interior ‘roof’ 
and sun visors. 

It brings a marvellous and stylish luxury 
touch to the C3 range and defines its more 
upmarket stance compared to its predecessor. 

There is little disappointment on the 
move either; the car has a far better bal¬ 
ance of ride comfort and handling, and the 
1.4 engine is well-suited to the car though 
there are 1.1 and 1.6-litre petrol alterna¬ 
tives, plus 1.4 and 1.6 diesels. 

Citroen will also introduce a miserly road 
tax exempt 1.6 diesel version using its 
ultra-eco Airdream sub-branding in March 
and priced at an attractive £14,490.

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Smaller firms 
stay positive 
for New Year

BUSINESSES in Kent are 
approaching the New Year in bet¬ 
ter financial health and with more 
optimism than this time last year, 
according to a study by 02. 

The telecoms 
giant’s Small 

Business Confidence 
Index quizzed nearly 
500 small-business 
owners in Kent to 
gauge how the sector 
responded to the eco¬ 
nomic climate in 
2009. 

And it showed 
that many had 
streamlined opera¬ 
tions in the last 12 
months to capitalise 
on an expected 
upturn for 2010. 

Entrepreneur and star of BBC Online 
Dragons’ Den Shaf Rasul summed it up: 
“Throughout a year of the deepest recession on 
record, small businesses have been finding 
ways to adapt to the climate and, in some 
cases, even use it to their advantage - and 
they are now entering 2010 ready to fight. 


“The current mood, while cautious and real¬ 
istic, is by no means bleak, and these findings 
really are testament to the resilience of the 
UK small business sector.” 

The findings by 02 were underpinned by 
positive news across the South East from the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants for 
England and Wales (ICAEW) where director 
Fay Webster, said: “We have seen gross profits 
and sales volumes nosedive over the past 12 
months, but now firms say they are expecting 
to see a return to growth next year. 

“Gross profits are projected to be five per 
cent higher in 12 months’ time. This is the 


strongest expected rate of growth since Q1 
2008, although it is still below historic norms.” 

More than a quarter of the businesses in the 
02 survey said they are now financially 
stronger than a year ago and nearly a third 
(32 per cent) feel more confident. 

But it hasn’t been without pain from pay 
freezes, unpaid holidays and redundancies. 
Nearly four out of 10 (39 per cent) small busi¬ 
nesses in Kent have cut staff, compared with 
one in 100 six months ago. 

However, Office for National Statistics (ONS) 
figures show South East unemployment is two 
per cent below the national average. 


And more than half (59 per cent) of compa¬ 
nies in the study believe these unpopular 
measures will ensure their businesses per¬ 
form better in 2010. A third (35 per cent) even 
predicted increased profits in the next three 
months. 

But economic uncertainty and poor con¬ 
sumer confidence remain the biggest concerns, 
with most (69 per cent) believing the UK is 
still in recession. 

Other key concerns include the impending 
January 1 VAT increase (38 per cent), a rise in 
interest rates (30 per cent) and reluctance 
from the banks to change lending policies (34 
per cent). 

Ms Webster echoed the point about the 
banks: “Cash flow is a key issue for businesses 
in the region as late payment from customers 
is a growing concern. 

“It would be helpful if banks were backing 
the recovery more. Access to finance continues 
to be a problem despite Government reassur¬ 
ances and a willingness to invest by compa¬ 
nies. We urge policy makers to be careful that 
the measures they announce support econom¬ 
ic recovery.” 

According to 02, many firms have still man¬ 
aged to maintain investment in technology 
and two-thirds (66 per cent) plan to maintain 
current spending, with 16 per cent planning 
an increase next year.

X-ray garden’s inside story

GARDENERS get a double insight through 
Millbrook Garden Company’s 2010 calendar. 

Not only can they plan their year, but also see 
the structure of plants mapped out by X-ray 
images commissioned from Kent artist Nick 
Veasey, who works out of a converted radar 
bunker at Thurnham, near Maidstone. 

The calendar was launched at one of two

Southfleet Garden Centre, raising £4,884 for the 
Forget Me Not appeal, launched in memory of 
Ben Johnson, from Gravesend, who died of 
leukaemia in 2007. 

Ben’s parents Neil and Donna joined Nick at 
Millbrook for the calendar’s launch. The limited 
edition calendars are available at Millbrook 
garden centres at Southfleet, Gravesend and 
Crowborough. 
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■ EATING out statistics were tipped 
to rise in the run-up to Christmas, 
but consumers are expected to slash 
spending in the New Year as continued 
economic uncertainty and job fears kick 
in. 

The QuickBite survey by Horizons 
Research reported that figures for 
December traditionally show a more than 
20 per cent upsurge in trading for 
restaurants, fast service restaurants and 
pubs. 

But it also forecast a chillier time than 
usual for the same sector in January as 
VAT rises, credit card bills arrive, 
temperatures drop and threatened 
industrial action all depress the nation’s 
mood. 

Horizons MD Peter Backman sketched 
a mixed outlook: “Overall, the market is 
bottoming out and next year may see 
some growth. 

“More likely though, year-on-year 
figures will bounce along the bottom for 
most of 2010. 

“However, there is a danger of some 
growth followed by a further downturn 
due to rising unemployment, more 
corporate failures, a hung Parliament, 
and the much-anticipated growth in GDP 
not arriving which will dent confidence 
further.” 

■ CONSTRUCTION firms hit hard 
by the recession could avoid so 
many damaging disputes with clients 
if they based their contracts on firm 
foundations, says a Kent chartered 
building surveyors practice. 

Richard Metcalfe, of Metcalfe 
Stanley Hicks, based in Hadlow, said: 
‘There may be insufficient detailed 
contract documents, leading to 
wrong assumptions, unexpected 
complications, poor labour or 
contract management, bad weather, 
changes in client requirements, slow 
decision-making or lack of financial 
management.” 

The ensuing mediation, 
adjudication, arbitration or litigation 
can prove costly, he added, yet could 
be avoided by clearly defined 
contracting, timings and 
maintenance of good communication 
throughout. 

Not surprisingly though, he 
advocates using a professional, such 
as a chartered building surveyor to 
mediate before it comes to court 
action. 

■ BASS Engineering of Hadlow is 
celebrating an NVQ qualification in 
Business Improvement Techniques. 

The company, in Tonbridge Road, 
specialises in precision engineering 
services including manufacture of plastic 
and metal components. 

Its six-strong staff started working 
towards the NVQ after MD Steve Bass 
recognised that, during a recession, it was 
important to keep efficiency high and 
operating costs low. 

The NVQ Level 2 training was provided 
at no financial cost to Bass by business 
improvement consultant Optimorph in 
partnership with Thanet College. 

The qualification covered six options 
including health and safety, effective 
team-working, workplace organisation, 
continuous improvement, visual 
management and problem-solving. 

Mr Bass said: “I was keen for my staff 
to be skilled not just in engineering but 
running a successful business, too. 

“The whole team took on the challenge 
of learning and applying new skills and 
knowledge. 

“We all achieved the qualification in just 
three months. 

“The NVQ qualification has given my 
team a great morale boost and we are 
now able to operate a leaner and more 
cost-effective production line, giving all 
our customers an improved service.”

PAUL Farbrace (pictured) was announced as 
Graham Ford’s successor at Kent, having 
turned down a new contract offer to continue 
as Sri Lanka’s assistant coach. 

The 40-year-old, who opted instead to take 
over as first-team coach at St Lawrence, 
returned to the club where he played 40 times 
as wicketkeeper between 1987 and 1989. 


Having finished his playing 
career at Middlesex in 1995, 

Farbrace coached the England 
under-19 and women’s teams 
before teaming up with Trevor 
Bayliss in Sri Lanka. 

However, he was approached 
by the county during Sri 
Lanka’s stay in England for the 
World Twenty 20 and admitted 
the chance to return to Kent 
was too good to turn down. 

He said: “I am very pleased to get the oppor¬ 
tunity as I think it is a good time to be coming 
back to county cricket and, more importantly, a 
great time in terms of where Kent Cricket Club 
are at.”

The Ashford-bom runner crossed the line 
third but was promoted after gold medallist 
Natalia Rodriguez was disqualified, while 
Dobriskey was only a tenth of a second behind 
eventual winner Maryam Yusuf Jamal from 
Bahrain. 

Injury meant Dobriskey missed a large 
chunk of the athletics season and she 
expressed her relief at being able to return in 
time for the Championships in Berlin. 

She said: ‘Winning the medal was such a 
relief as I was desperate not to repeat the 
heartache of Beijing and I’ve finally lost the tag 
of someone who nearly made it.”

KENT wrapped up the County Championship 
Division Two title with a game to spare follow¬ 
ing a draw with Leicestershire at Canterbury. 

Rob Key’s men had been the class act in the 
division all season, winning eight of their first 
15 games. They won enough bonus points from 
their penultimate fixture to clinch top spot and 
celebrate in front of their supporters at the St 
Lawrence Ground. 

Coach Simon Willis said: “What happened 
last year happened and we started preparing 
to get promotion half an hour after the last 
game of the season. Our number one goal was 
getting promotion and it’s nice to have 
achieved it.” 

It ensured the county’s exile out of the top 
flight was mercifully brief following relegation 
from Division One a year earlier. 


Benn Barham 
narrowly missed 
out on breaking his 
duck on the European 
Tour as he was agonis¬ 
ingly pipped at the post 
in the Austrian Open. 

The 33-year-old from 
Tenterden played 
superbly to lead at the 
end of the first three 
days after rounds of 63, 
66 and 67. Barham 
then carded a competi¬ 
tive two-under-par 
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round of 69 in the final round to finish the tour¬ 
nament on 19-under-par. But Spanish golfer 
Rafael Cabrera-Bello produced an astonishing 
round of 60 to pinch the title by one shot. 

Barham said: “I thought I’d done enough. I 
came so close, which was hard to take, but if 
someone goes and shoots 60 there’s not a lot 
you can do about it.” 

The missed opportunity proved costly for 
Barham, who lost his card at the end of a dis¬ 
appointing season. Winning the tournament 
would have given him a five-year exemption on 
the Tour. 


OCTOBER 




KENT decided against 
offering Matthew Hoggard 
a contract after KOS 
Media exclusively revealed 
the county were interested 
in the former England 
paceman. 

Hoggard, who spent 15 
years with Yorkshire, 
signed a three-year deal 
with Leicestershire after 
Kent first-team coach Paul 
Farbrace said the bowler 
would not provide sufficient variety to the bowl¬ 
ing attack at St Lawrence in 2010. 

Captain Rob Key, however, did put pen to 
paper on a new long-term deal to keep him at 
the club, ending rumours of a possible move to 
Surrey. Key, who has scored more than 14,000 
runs for the club, also retained the captaincy 
for the season ahead. 

He said: “I’m very happy to commit my future 
to Kent. There have been lots of rumours about 
me leaving the club but at no stage have I spo¬ 
ken, or have other clubs spoken to me. I am and 
always will be committed to trying to win tro¬ 
phies and bring success to Kent County 
Cricket Club.” 

■ Ebbsfleet United bosses revealed the club 
could be sold after Christmas as the cash- 
strapped club continued to struggle on and off 
the pitch. 

After less than a third of MyFootballClub 
members renewed their subscriptions, manag¬ 
er Liam Daish was forced to release the major¬ 
ity of his squad and the side’s form reflected 
the problems as the Fleet sank deep into the 
Blue Square Premier relegation zone. 

However, officials categorically denied 
rumours that the club would not survive 
beyond the end of the season, despite fore¬ 
casted losses of £130,000 by April. 

Vice-chairman Roly Edwards said: “No way 
- that was never on the cards. The worst-case 
scenario is the club gets funded to a lower 
level - Ebbsfleet will still be around in 20 
years’ time. 

“There are two options - the money is 
raised or the club will be sold. Selling the 
club is a last resort, but it is a very real 
possibility.”

GILLINGHAM’S top scorer insists he is 
happy to stay at the club until the end of 
his contract, despite mounting specula¬ 
tion linking him with a move in the 
January transfer window. 

Simeon Jackson has caught the eye 
after scoring 13 goals before Christmas, 
following on from the 21 goals he 
scored for the Gills last season. 

Several clubs in the Premier League 
and Championship have watched the 
striker, with new QPR boss Paul Hart 
reportedly keen on a £1.5 million move. 

The 22-year-old has always publicly 
maintained an impressive stoicism in 


the light of the speculation and the 
Canada international continues to rebuff 
any talk of leaving Priestfield.

Shepherd aims for revenge over 
ex-champion who shattered 


his world title dream 


PART II: Kirk Shepherd faces John Part, (right) 
who beat him in the final, two tournaments 
ago, to end his superb run in the PDC World 
Darts Championships

KIRK Shepherd and John 
Part go head-to-head on 
the Alexandra Palace stage 
tomorrow in a repeat of the 
2008 final. 

Then, Part ended Shepherd’s epic 
adventure at the final hurdle, winning 
7-2, and the two are paired again, 
this time at the second-round stage of 
the PDC World Championships, with 
Shepherd once again a 500-1 outsider 
for the tournament. 

The 23-year-old, from Ramsgate, 
upstaged a series of big names on his 
way to the summit two tournaments 
ago, beating Peter Manley and Wayne 
Mardle in the latter stages of the com¬ 
petition, and he must now do the same 
again if he is to repeat that feat. 

Opportunity 

He said: “I would like to get revenge 
on John. Being world champion would 
have changed my life forever - I was 
working 8-5 before the final. It gave 
me an opportunity to take up darts and 
the journey won’t end here, whatever 
happens. 

“Give it five or six years and people 
will forget who John beat in that final, 
so it is important to make more of an 
impression.” 

Ranked fourth in the PDC order of 
merit, the Canadian starts the match 
as hot favourite, but Shepherd can 
take encourage¬ 
ment by his oppo¬ 
nent’s lean form 
over the past 12 months. 

Ontario-based Part, 
referred to in darting circles as 
Darth Maple, mirrored Shepherd’s 
disastrous campaign at the 2009 
World Championships as both 
crashed out in the first round. 

While Shepherd was going down 3-2 
to Jan van der Rassel, Part was hum¬ 
bled 3-0 by American Bill Davis and his 


fortunes failed to improve at the World 
Matchplay, where he again exited in 
round one. 

A semi-final appearance in the Las 
Vegas Desert Classic was a rare high¬ 
light for the three-time world champion, 
who won only twice as he slumped to 
second-bottom in the Premier League. 

Shepherd, meanwhile, has enjoyed an 
upturn in form recently, recovering 
from a 5-0 defeat against Mervyn King 
to reach the knockout stages of the 
Grand Slam of Darts and making the 
third round at the German Darts 
Championship, where King again 
proved too good. 

Two years ago, Shepherd was earning 
£8,000 a year as a sheet metal worker in 
Thanet, before he scooped the £50,000 
prize money for reaching the final. 

Tomorrow’s tie, which is due to start 
at 2.25pm, sees Part once again starting 
as firm favourite, although the pressure 
of the Ally Pally stage has already 
played its part in some high-profile 
departures over the past week. 

Shepherd, ranked 25 places below Part 
and 20 years his junior, beat Scott 
Burnett 3-0 in the first round and will 
hope to emulate Jyhan Artut, Steve 
Hine and Barrie Bates, who spelt the 
end for Mardle, Roland Scholten and 
Jelle Klaasen respectively last weekend.
